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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 



Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without 
underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase 
"Not Applicable" should follow the section heading: 

(a) TITLE OF THE INVENTION. 

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT. 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 
and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
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and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains two paragraphs. 

Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Claim 1 attempts to define a product (i.e., machine or apparatus) entirely by virtue of 
its function, in the absence of any recited structure. Products must distinguish over the prior art 
in terms of their structure (or structure + structure's function when claimed functionally) rather 
than function alone (MPEP 21 14). Therefore, an "apparatus" not having structural limitations 
fails to "particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention" in accordance with 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2 nd paragraph. A recitation of the intended use, 
i.e., capable of, of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from 
the prior art. 

A similar limitation, i.e., capable of also occurs in claims 5-7 and 11, and thus argument 
similar to that presented above for claim 1 is applicable to these claims. Since claims 2-4 directly 
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or indirectly depend on claim 1 they are also rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, for 
the same reason set forth above for claim 1 . 

4. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite in that it 
fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. "The long focus optical 
system according to any one of claim 7 . . " recited in line 1 , refers to only the portion of the 
limitation recited in claim 7. This claim is an omnibus type claim. Claim 1 1 should be amended 
by deleting "7" and replacing it with "8". 

5. Claim 10 recites the limitation "the lens barrel" in line 5. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Examiner's Note 

6. Examiner has cited particular columns and line numbers or figures in the references as 
applied to the claims below for the convenience of the applicant. Although the specified citations 
are representative of the teachings in the art and are applied to the specific limitations within the 
individual claim, other passages and figures may apply as well. It is respectfully requested from 
the applicant, in preparing the responses, to fully consider the references in entirety as potentially 
teaching all or part of the claimed invention, as well as the context of the passage as taught by 
the prior art or disclosed by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
7.. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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8. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Omura (6,473,243) 
in view of Mercado (4,934,801). 

With regard to claim 8, Omura discloses a (long focus) optical system constructed by 
supporting a main mirror, i.e., primary mirror, and a secondary mirror in a mirror barrel, 
comprising a shield which shields a part including a central portion of the main mirror at a 
predetermined shield rate (See for example, col. 5, lines 16-65; and col. 20, lines 53-62) teaches 
this feature. Omura does not expressly call for a long focus catadioptric system. However, 
(Mercado (See for example, col. 3, lines 52-61 ) teaches this feature. Omura and Mercado are 
combinable because they are from similar field of endeavor, i.e., catadioptric optical imaging 
system (See for example, the Abstract). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to combine Mercado and Omura. The motivation 
for doing so would be to provide the capability of imaging objects from a distant. Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to combine Mercado with Omura to meet the invention as specified in 
claim 8. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. US Patent Numbers: 4842384 and 5561515.
